Four-Mile Ice Front on Bay of Whales 


Appears to Be Disrupting — Leader of 
Antarctic Expedition Fears Tons of Stores 
at "Pressure Camp" Menaced. 


BAY OF WHALES, Ant- 


arctica, (Via Mackay Radio) 
—Jan. 30—(AP)—The four- 
mile ice front of the Bay of 
Whales, where Admiral Rich- 
ard E. Byrd and his Antarctic 
expedition are attempting to 
land supplies for their winter 
camp from their flagship, ap- 
e?."ed today to be disrupting. 


The whole ice barrier is crevass- 


ing rapidly. 


This afternoon a crack opened 


just behind the halfway relay depot 
a mile and a half from "pressure 
camp." 


Admiral Byrd said he feared that 


pressure camp is menaced together 
with its tons of stores which had 
been cached there for transport to 
Little America, the site of the 
permanent camp. 


Flagship Cruises. 


Smce Wednesday the edge of the 


ice has moved a mile nearer the 
flagship. The flagship herself has 
been cruising and drfiting in the 
Bay of Wales since 2 a. m., Satur- 
day. 


Nowhere along the ice cliffs was 


there even a temporary berth. She 
has cruised alongside, seeking a 
mooring place, at least 12 times 
during that period, but the ship 
has been ordered away again when 
the ice disintegration threatened 
disaster. 


One landing party got ashore for 


a short time this morning but was 
forced to retreat when the ice sud- 
denly started cracking up behind 
them. 


They attempted to return over 


the way they had come but the 
floe started drifting away from the 
main body. The men were rescued 
by a motor launch which smashed 
through smaller floes to their re- 
lief. 


Established Second Cache. 


Pressure camp, established as a 


halfway station to Little America, 
has been supplemented by a second 
ca.che established on the low-hang- 
ing west barrier half a mile farther 
on. 


The road to Little America, built 


over the ice and across the gaping 
crevasses in the ancient floes, is a 
terrificallv hard path to travel. 


The men of the expedition are 


working like mad to lay in 
their 


supplies. 


They are working practically in 


harness with the dogs. They fight 
aeamst the sledges which topple 
over them: fight to replace their 
sleds on the beaten pathway when 
they slide off: fieht to keep that 
steady train of necessities moving 
before 
winter cuts them off from 


food. 


Exhausted and Vn.sh.aven. 


They drop exhausted. They are 


unshaven. 


Their 
once-white wind

have turned filthy. They eat only 
when thev stop.

pleted. Mr. Roosevelt will reserve ac- 
tion on devaluing the dollar perm- 
anently and establishing the stabili- 
zation fund. 


But he will move immediately to 
put the new monetary system into 
effect.

"When a farmer chisels on the 


rent he pays on school land he is 
taking money from his own school 
district and raising his neighbors 
school taxes," Mr. Wehn declared. 


At the close of his address H. M. 


Eaton, Douglas county superintend- 
ent and former state land commis- 
sioner questioned the speaker on 
the apparent discrepancy in evalua- 
tions of deeded and school lands 
and stated that he was willing to 
sell his land in Chase county for 
$10 an acre. 


Little Indebtedness. 
Fuller L. Austin, director of re- 


search for the state department of 
public instruction speaking on the 
linancial condition of rural school 
districts stated that in July. 1933, 
only one out of six rural schools 
had any indebtedness. The other 
83.4 per cent were on a cash basis, 
he said. 
"It is true there are a 


few rural dis'ucts, perhaps 200 in 
number that are in bad f^ancial 
circumstances." he said. "About one 
half of these districts receive state 
aid but the rest fail to qualify." 


"The state aid law states that a 


district cannot qualify unless it has 
an area of 12 square miles or more." 


, Mr. Austin said. 
In 
about 125 


districts this proved impossible due 
to lay of land 
in 
canyons and 


neighboring districts would not as- 
sume ihe indebtedness. Under pre- 
sent laws there is no solution for 
these 125 districts' problems.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 30— (/P) — 


Even as other happy boys and men, 
President Roosevelt indulged today 
m a birthday party — but one that 
swelled into such national propor- 
tions as have few similar occasions. 


More than 75,000 birthday greet- 


ing cards descended upon the white 
house. With mail and telegrams 
arriving by the basket load, presi- 
dential aides estimated the number 
would total 100.000, and Mr. Roose- 
velt arranged to send a word of 
personal thanks over the air to- 
night at 10:20 p. m., Lincoln time. 


Mr. Roosevelt had arranged for 
his own party. It will, as usual, oe 
with his "buddies" of the 1920 vies 
presidential campaign and members 
Of his personal staff. 


White Hoase Party. 


In the intimacy of the white 


house family quarters, Mrs. Roose- 
velt and the family set up todav the 
big white cake with its 52 candles. 
Secretary Early announced: "The 


president will speak as the repre- 
sentative of and in bshalf of the 
crippled children of the nation, pa "- 
ticularly those stricken with infan- 
tile paralysis who will be the bene- 
ficiaries of the fund being raised." 
It was at Warm Springs that Mr. 


Roosevelt celebrated his fifty-first 
birthday a year ago — the place 
where he fought his way back from 
the attack of infantile paralysis that 
struck him after the campaign of 
1920. 
This southern spot with its 


warm waters has a place in his 
heart. He was there this fall and 
he is going there again as soon as 
congress ends.

HE world remembers its military heroes. 


At nineteen, legend has it, Alexander wept be- 


cause there were no more worlds to conquer. The leg- 
end Is slightly inaccurate. Alexander did not come 
to the throne of ancient Macedonia as the successor 
of his father, Philip, who was assassinated 
under 


much the same circumstances which terminated the 
careers of many rulers of antiquity, until he was 
twenty years of age. He did not conquer the eastern 
world until he was thirty and past. 
In reality, he 


never completed his conquest 
fully, for at thirty- 


three, after a drunken debauch, he fell ill of fever 
and in twelve days was dead. He was erecting at 
that time an iridescent dream of solidifying an em- 
pire he had laid to waste by force of arms. 


There was Caesar, with Alexander and Napoleon, 


ranked as the three greatest military leaders in all 
history, each so brilliantly gifted in the art of war- 
fare that their super-qualities as peaceful adminis- 
trators and statesmen have been obliterated largely 
and forgotten. At forty-two, Caesar was ready to 
strike and at forty-nine, he had completed a cam- 
paign in Gaul which would have left him an im- 
perishable figure. 


At thirty-one, Napoleon, after a series of initial 


successes, was ready to embark upon the 
greatest 


conquest of modern times, and at forty-six, he was a 
lonely prisoner at Elba. 


So runs history's record. 
But 
without 


without force of arms, without planning a military 
step, a man of fifty-two, in less than a year has 
kindled the world's imagination so that a few days

HORTLY there will get underway one of the ad- 


ministration's plans for unemployment relief. It 


is the program which calls for the purchase of sub- 
marginal lands and to establish families upon them. 
For this purpose. 25 millions has been allocated from 
the public works fund. 


While definite information has not been made pub- 


lic at Washington, it is understood that tracts of 
from 5 to 10 acres have been considered in the belief 
that with that much ground, with partial employ- 
ment in other lines, and by producing enough lood- 
stuffa on these small plots, families may achieve an 
independence unattainable now. 


It is a new and distinctive American policy, em- 


bracing the idea of the old homestead 
legislation. 


i Land was plentiful then. More than a million home- 
steads were proved up under the act of 1861, and 
more than 120 million acres of land 
were settled. 


When the fertile valleys and the better benches were 
exhausted, new homestead legislation increased the 
grant from 160 to 640 acres. That was to settle what 
we call sub-marginal lands. 


The difference rests in the fact that the sub-mar- 


ginal lands now being considered are in the eastern, 
more thickly populated states, soil which never was 
exceedingly productive, except through intensive ef- 
fort, and which embrace large manufacturing cen- 
ters where the occupant of one of these tracts may 
find part time employment. It is presented as a new 
opportunity, it is new only that it becomes a fixed 
governmental policy. In actual policy, it has been 
tried on numerous occasions, with striking success in 
some instances and dismal failure in others.

Nor do the 
subsidizing nations themselves reap 
any net benefit from the damage 
thus inflicted. Reduced earnings de- 
mand the additional taxation that 
disorganizes budgets and gives the 
emphasis to your complaint. 


As I see the situation, it presents 
another case of cutting the supply 
of ocean carriers down to meet the 
actual requirements of ocean-borne 
traffic, or else the leading ship com- 
panies will have to combine 
in 


order to survive. Such a combina- 
tion is reported as about to take 
place between the Cunard Company 
and the White Star Company, two 
of the largest and best shipping 
companies in the world.

Your Income Tax 


Forms for Making Returns. 
Forms for filing- returns of in- 


come for 1933 have been sent to 
persons who filed returns last year. 
Failure to receive a form, however, 
does not relieve a taxpayer of his 
obligation to file his return and 
pay the tax on time, on or before 
March 15 if the return is made on 
the calendar year basis, as is the 
case with most individuals. 


Forms may be obtained upon re- 


quest, written or personal, from 
the offices of collectors of internal 
revenue and deputy collectors. Per- 
sons whose net income for 1933 
was derived chiefly from salary or 
wages and was not in excess of 
$5,000 should make their returns 
on form. 1040A, a single sheet. Per- 
sons whose net income was in ex- 
cess of $5,000, or, regardless of 
amount, was derived from a busi- 
ness profession, rents or sale of 
property, are required to use a 
larger form, 1040. Failure to use 
the proper form presents difficul- 
ties to both the taxpayer and the 
bureaa of internal revenue. There-
